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sequences, wherein the second sequence comprises a concatenation of multiple 
copies of a frequency domain sequence; 

a memory storing the preamble, the preamble comprising a first sequence 
wherein the first sequence comprises a concatenation of a first set of sub- 
sequences, with each sub-sequence containing more than one zero, and wherein 
each sub-sequence differs depending upon its position in the preamble and wherein 
the first sequence comprises: comprises a third sequence wherein the third 
sequence comprises a concatenation of multiple copies of a first sub-sequence; and 
a fourth sequence wherein the fourth sequence comprises a concatenation of 
multiple copies of a fifth sequence comprising 180-degree rotations of each member 
of the first sub-sequence; and 

combination of a memory and a processor for a first domain conversion, 
processing the domain converted preamble and a second domain conversion 
wherein the second domain conversion is specified with sequence elements and 
values as recited in claim 34.
